WASHINGTON, June 19.—UP)— 
Two senate committees formally 
approved a $1,222.500,000 foreign 
arms program today bu trefused 
to dip into European 
recovery 


funds for part of the cost. 


The foreign relations and arm- 
ed 'services committees voted 12 
• to 0 to continue for a second year 
the program to re-arm non-Com- 
munist 
nations. 


Chairman Connally (D-Tex) of, 
the foreign relations group said 
he would try to get a senate 


' vote on the measure next Thurs- 


day if possible. 


The senators agreed to limit 
President Truman's power 
to 
give arms aid to nations out- 
side the North Atlantic Past. 
As the measure »as originally 
drafted, Truman would have had 
authority to re-arm any nation if 
he deemed it in the interest of 
American security. 
The revised 
bill limits this aid to Western 
Europe. . 


Senator Lodge (R-Mass) sought 


to pin an amendment, on the bill 
which would have df/erted $100,- 
000,000 of European recovery funds 
to the arms program. But Con- 
nally said this was rejected "by 
a strong vote." 
"The main objection," he said, 
"was 
that we didnt' want to 
scramble up the Marshall Plan 
and the arms plan."

Record Flight Of 
B-36s Start Chi

FORT WORTH, June 
Ten B-36s cleared Carswell Air 
Force base this morning for Fair- 
field Suisun Air Force base, Calif., 
on what an air force headquarters 
described "a. regular training mis- 
sion." 
Brig. Gen. C. S. Irvine, Tth 
Bombardment wing commander, 
was aboard the first plane air- 
borne and preparations observed 
underway at Carswell for some 
days have indicated 
that the 
mission involved Is one of ma- 
jor proportions. 
The flight was the largest in- 
volving B-36s since 16 of them 
were paraded in formation before 
members of congress at Andrews 
Air Force base near Washington 
in the spring of 1949. , 


The planes fcegan takine off at 


6 a. m., at 15 minute intervals. 
Convair technicians from the Fort 
Worth, plant were understood to 
be aboard one plane. 
The ship flown by Col. Bart- 
lett, 436th Squadron commander, 
was one of the newly-equipped 
B-36s with pods slung under Its 
fuselage, carrying spare engines. 
Dispatches from Washington Fri- 
day reported that B-36s would par- 
ticipate this week in "operation 
Whlpstock" in which 
simulated 


raids would be made by bombers 
on the Pacific Northwest in an 
air defense training exercise last- 
ing through next Saturday. 


Whether the present movement

B-36s is a part of that exer- 
cise was not disclosed.

Texas One Of 5 
States With Gain 
In Farm Income 


WASHINGTON, June 19.— UP)— 
Texas was one of five 
states 
whose 
farmers' 
income 
gained 
during the first four months of 
1950. 


As a whole, the agriculture de- 
partment said the national figure 
Is expected to be about $10,600,- 
000 or nine per cent less the first 
six months this year than the first 
half of 1949. 


The May and June estimates 
are 
tentative, but most states 
showed a decline for the first 
four, months. 
For the January-April 'period, 
Texas has a total of $492,264,000, 
compared to $391,371,000 .the same 
period last year. 


The 
agriculture 
department 
blamed the national decline on a 
drop of about 6 per cent in the 
prices farmers receive, and a re- 
duction in the volume of market- 
ing. 


Receipts for crop marketings 
dropped about IS per cent, but 
livestock receipts were down only 
about 6 per cent. Poultry and 
eggs declined 20 per cent. 
In addition, some loss is ex- 
pected in wheat and cotton in- 
come because of smaller 
crops 
and lower prices.

cratic Leader Lucas of Illinois and 
Senator Taft (R-Ohlo) GOP policy' 
leader, told a reporter they expect 
the social 
security 
measure to 
go through in about the form it 
came from the senate finance com- 
mittee. 


Lucas is pushing for one amend- 


ment that would increase the tax- 
able wage base to $3,600 a year. It 
now is $3,000 with employes and 
employers each contributing 11-2 
per cent of wages 
up 
to this 


amount. 


Senator .George (D-Ga), finance 


committee chairman and in charge 
of the bill, was expected to go along 
with the Lucas proposal if he and 
other Deocrats would drop other 
amendments.

Rent Controls Is

Senate and house conferees agreed 
today on a compromise bill extend- 
ing federal rent controls for 
six 
months beyond June 30. 


The compromise, subject to ap- 
proval by both chambers of con- 
gress, give municipalities power to 
keep the federal controls for 
an 


additional six months, or until June 
30, 1951. In communities where no 
such action is taken, controls would 
end automatically on Dec. 81. 


The house had voted for an auto 
matle seven-months extension, with 
an additional five months optional. 
The senate wanted a 
six-months 
automotive extension, with six more 
optional months. 


The conferees accepted a house 
provision giving counties the right 
to remove controls before Decem- 
ber 31 in unincorporated areas.

Western Allies Reported Mining Key 
Roads, Bridges To Forestall Attacks

FRANKFURT, 
Germany. June 


19.—UP)—The Western Allies are 
reported mining key roads and 
bridges 
throughout West 
Ger- 


many and other parts of Europe 
to stall any possible Soviet at- 
tack. 


These preparations 
came to 
light when a German magazine 
published pictures of a winding 
Mountain 
on the Rhine river 
highway around famed Lorell 
In the French zone. 
The pic- 
tures showed a row of holes be- 
ing drilled in the road and then 
covered 
with 
concrete 
caps. 


Explosive charges dropped Into 
Its narrowest points, 
way Into the Rhine at one of 
its narrawest point. 
American headquarters declined 
to comment. But a French source 
In the Koblenz area said: 


"It is not only on this route on 


which such measures are taken 
and not only the French who are 
making such preparations. 
It Is 


the Allied high command which 
ordered this." 
Plans have been in the books 


for more than a year for Allied 
occupation forces in Western Ger- 


many to fight a delaying action, 
if trouble comes. 


The plans call for evacuation 


of civilians as rapidly as possible. 
Emergency signals have been giv- 
en all dependents of U. S. Army 
and air force officials to be pre- 
pared to pull out If and when an 
alarm 
is 
flashed. 


Indications are that the West- 
ern defense chiefs iiaye drawn up 
a master plan for similar defense 
preparations 
In other European 
countries. 


The" pictures touched off a fu- 
ror in the Russian-controlled East 
German press. 
The Communist newspapers did 
not mention any possibility of a 
Russian attack, but declared the 
planned destructions wero "part 
of an American aggressors' plan 
to march against the Soviet Un- 
ion." 
One newspaper said the 
Americans are preparing to fol- 
low Hitler's scorched earth pol- 
icy. 
The Red press also claimed the 
Franch planned to blow up the 
side of Lorelei Mountain, dam- 
ming the Rhine and flooding the 
country for miles around. A French 
spokesman described this report 
as "nonsense."

San DIEGO, Calif., June 19— UP) 


—The giant Caroline Mars ended 
a 2,609-mile flight from 
Hawaii 


Sunday with 144 men aboard. Nev- 
er before, the Navy said, had so 
many been carried so far non-stop 
in one aircraft. 
A little later, a sister flying boat 


—the Hawaii Mars—settled down 
on San Diego Bay with 106 men. 
She had taken off two hours and 
five minutes before the Caroline 
Saturday, flown 2,400 miles to Ala- 
meda, Calif., added 5,000 pounds of 
carfro and then hopped on here. 
In these two four-engined craft, 
which spread their wings 200 feet, 
the Navy had ferried an entire 
Company of Marine reservists in 
full combat kit from the Islands 
for training exercises at nearby 
Camp Fendleton. 
The lift made by the Caroline— 
which has more powerful engines 
than the other Mars flying boats— 
wasn't a world record for passen- 
gers. That was made by the Marsh- 
all Mars last year. She carried 308 
men—but 
only on the short 450- 
mile hop from Alameda to San Die- 
go.

(D-Nev. 
already has turned down a per- 
sonal request made by Senator 
Ferguson (R-Mlch) for such a 
probe. McCarran told Ferguson 
that he saw no reason for the 
Inquiry because a senate foreign 
relations subcommittee 
already 
has the case under 
investiga- 
tion. 
Today's senate exchange came 


on the heels of a statement from 
Attorney General McGrath that 
the justice department will decide 
soon whether to make public a 
full report on the Amerasia mat- 
ter as recommended by a federal 
grand jury. 


The cas0 Involves the theft of 


hundreds of government wartime 
documents which federal raiders 
later turned up in the New York 
office of Amerasia magazine Six 
persons were later arrested. Two 
were fined and charges against 
four were dropped. 


Barkley said ho was not permit- 
ted to look Into motives that caus- 
ed the resolution to be Introduced, 
nor had he any right to consider 
the wisdom or the folly of the 
senate having two Investigations 
on the same subject going on at 
the same time.

Tax Bill Writers 
Reverse Stand On 
Cigarette Levies 


WASHINGTON, June 
19—UP)— 


The house ways and means com- 
mittee threw out of its new tax bill 
today a proposal—once approved— 
to cut the federal tax on "econon- 
my brands" of cigarettes. 


The action cleared the 'way for a 
vote next on whether to boost cor- 
poration taxes about $500,000,000 a 
year. 
Some members contended a rise 
in corporation taxes would put 
a "veto proof" tag on their bill 
cutting wartime excise taxes by 
$1,100,000,000. These excises are 
the taxes on furs, jewelry, lug- 
gage, movies, telephone bills and 
scores of other things. 
The committee voted 13 to 
12 
against 
cutting the tax on the 


"economy" cigarettes. The feder- 
al tax is now seven cents a pack of 
20 on all cigarettes, regardless of 
their selling price. 


During hearings, the makers of 
"economy" brands'—such as Wlng.s 
Marvel and Avalon—argued their 
smokes should have a lower tax 
than cigarettes selling at a higher 
price. 


The committee then decided ten- 
tatively to set the tax at 4.9 cents 
a pack on cigarettes retailing for 
12 cents a pack or less, exclusive 
of state and local taxes. Today's 
vote wiped out that tentative deci- 
sion. 


Chairman Doughton, Democrat 
from tobacco-growing North Car- 
olina, had argued the proposed 
cut would result in lower prices 
to farmers. The treasury 
had 
figured It would cost the govern- 
ment about $90,000,000 a year In 
revenue. 
Democratic congressional leaders 
reported after their regular Mon- 
day morning conference with Pres- 
ident Truman: that tax legislation 
had been discussed.

Same Voters Approve Socialization of Vast Industries 
Ruhr Valley Workers Give Communism Crushing Defeat 


By DONALD DOANE 
DUESSELDORF, Germany, June 


19—(/P)—The 
miners 
and 
steel 
workers of the Ruhr valley reject- 
ed Russia's policies In Germany 
and gave Communism a crushing 
defeat at the noils Sunday. 
But while they rejected Com- 
munism, the same workers voted 
for a state constitution calling 
for socialiatzlon of the Ruhr's 
basic Industries. 
The Ruhr workers elected a leg- 
islature for their home state of 
North-Westphalia, in the British 
occupation zone. It is the most 
populous state of West Germany 
with 9.000,000 registered voters. 


The smoky 
Ruhr powerhouse 


once was West Germany's Com- 
munist stronghold. 
Three years 


ago, the Communists got 14 per 
cent of the vote. They were the 
third largest party in the state. 
, 


Sunday, they got 5.5 per cent, 


and went into fifth place. Max 
Reimann,. their leader, trailed bad- 
ly In Dortmund. 
Thousand of workers who had 
voted Communist before turned 
their backs on Russia and blast- 
ed Communist hopes of winning 
the Ruhr away from the West. 
They apparently spoke for all 


of West Germany's 46,000,000 peo- 
ple who condemn Russian policies 
in East Germany. 


At the same time, the North 


Rhine - Westphalian voters also 
showed they have no love for re- 
surgent German nationalism. The 
nolsv militant candidates — some 
of them with Hitler-llke Ideas- 
got only 1.9 per cent of the bal- 
lots. Extremism, both of left and 
right, was rejected. 


The voters turned 
instead 
to 


their traditional parties—the con- 


servative 
Christian 
Democrats 


and the socialists (social democrat- 
ic party). 


By a quirk of local politics, the 


conservative voters were respons- 
ible for approval of a constitution 
calling for socialization. They ap- 
parently voted for the constitution 
because it contained a provision 
calling for denominational schools 
administered by the churches. 


Many socialists, however, have 


opposed the constitution because 
of the school issue. 


Tho exact nature and extent 


of possible socialization Is not 
clear in the 
constitution. 
It 


speaks 
of "large factories of 
the basic industries and under- 
takings which because of their 
monopolistic positions have spec- 
ial significance."

Trustees "were and are without 
legal authority or right to close 
the negro school, but still main-

Right now the heavy rate of 
egg production lends support to 
Brannan's side of the argument.

The Zentrum (centrist) party, 


which sometimes votes with the 
right, sometimes with the left, won 
16 seats with 7.5 per cent of the 
valid vote. 


Neither the Communists nor the 
:xtreme right wing and National- 
ist parties got a single man elect- 
ed directly. 


ThP. Communists received their 12 


seats on the basis of votes cast 
throughout the state. 
Because the extreme right wing- 
ers did not receive as much as 
five per cent of the vote, they 
get no seats in the legislature. 
Tho 
Communists lost 
their 


strength to right wing parties. 
The free Democrats went up to 
third, going from 5.9 per cent 
of tho vote three years ago to 
12.1 
per cent Sunday. 


The strength o£ the Christian 


Democrats and the Socialists was 
relatively the same as three years 
ago. 


Franz Eluecher, chairman of the 
Free Democratic party and vice 
chancellor, said the vote furnishec 
approval of West German federa 
government polities.

Uncle Sam is not the only 


one w h o s e indebtedness 
stands at an all-time high. 
Less i's heard of the 48 states, 
but they have quite a re- 
markable capacity for tak- 
ing money out of the taxpay- 
er's pocket, now and in the 
future. State debts, accord- 
ing to the Tax Foundation, a 
private research 
organiza- 


tion, now amounts to $4,- 
100,000,000, and are likely 
to go higher. 


There has been a recent 


bound upward. In 1946 the 
state indebtedness was only 
$2,400,000,000, 
and 
was 


then 35 per cent less than it 
had been in 1940. Almost 
all of the increase since then 
Is due to the borrowing by 
ten states to finance vc-t>r- 
uis' bonuses. These ten bor- 
rowed no less than $1,400,- 
000,000.
